RED CROSS WORK 


In the Red Cross publicity and relief departments 
are on file stories of life in the far north-west that would 
make excellent for the “best sellers”. Sometimes one of 
these stories will leak out to the public through the col- 
umns of a newspaper and the world will learn of the 
wonderful ways of the Greatest Mother. Such a tale 
comes to hand from the distant point of Pounce Coupe 
where the Red Cross ha an outpost station, one hundred 
miles from the head of steel at Grand Prairie. It is a 
story of the endurance and fortitude of a trapper called 
Blizzard Gus, and the ever open door of the emergency 
relief service of the Red Cross hospital. Blizzard Gus 
and his partner Happy Guy, were carriers of the govern- 
ment mail from Fort St. John to Hudson’s Hope, the most 
northerly settlement in the B. C. interior, one thousand 
and seventy five miles north of Edmonton. True to his 
nickname, Gus ran into blizzards every time he started 
for anywhere. On the treatcherous trails of the ice of 
the eace River he got completely knocked out. One day 
Blizzard Gus had the misfortune to fall through the ice 
and for two days he had to travel wet in the teeth of a 
north wind. It was no wonder that the frozen glands 
of his throat gave him a great deal of trouble. Indeed 
he was in a very bad way when his face and neck began to 
swell and turn black. No doctor was at hand to render 
aid, but two trappers came to the rescue and with some 
sissors cut a hole in the swollen throat. Fever set in and 
it looked as if Blizzard Gus had come to the end of the 
trail, but his friends decided to get him at all cost to the 
Red Cross Hospital where he would have a fighting 
chance of life. They placed him on a scow and the boat 
banged frequently up against huge masses of ice, but they 
kept on going, and at last landed him safely in the care ot 
the Red Cross Hospital. It seemed to him as he were 
entering heaven. Here yas rest in a clean hospital bed, 
here was warmth, cleanliness, care, comfort, food and 
shelter. 

Those who heard him tell the story of his arrival 
and reception said that Blizerd Gus thought the estab- 
lishment of two nursing sisters in that Red Cros hospi- 
tul a thousand miles from nowhere was about the most 
perfect in the world of medicine. His wounds were 
taken care o fimmediately and with good nursing he was 
able to return to coivilization. _ Because of his gratitude 
to the Red Cross, the trapper likes to talk bout the ser- 
vice of the Greatest Mother in following the trail of the 
ice and snow to the edge of the world in her endeavor to 
serve humanity. p

cle back to be exchanged he is piling 
up the freight or express charges and

of their customers will not go to the 
trouble and expense of returning an 
article if it does not come up to their 
expectations and as a result they can 
work the substitution game to their 
heart’s content. 

The home merchant, however, can- 
not do business in this way and, as 
has been said, the majority of them 
would not do it if they could, The 
home merchant, if he has not the 
article called for, may offer another 
with the explanation that it is of 
the same quality as the one for which 
the customer asked.
